‘The coaits of Fianders and Pi- 
cardy are fill better guarded b; the troops uf- 
tem dled in thofe provinces; fo tat we cannot 
fee what the Enemy can promise themteives 
trom fuch great and expentive preparations : 
For it is in vain for them to hope, by that 
means to hinder us from conttantly furnilhing 
the tame fuccours to our Ailies. The army of 
Count Clermont is or will be foon entirely re- 
cruited and recovered trom its fatigue, &c. The 
12,000 men fent from Metz, and the new Mi- 
litia which follow them, will render it com- 
plete. But more than that; the Corps which 
is cantoned upon the Maine confiftsat prefent of 
25,000 men, and will be augmented, without 
lof of time, to 35,000 effective men. 

The French Gazette, after relating the four 
atticles of the new Convention, makes the fol- 
lowing very remarkable reflection: * We may 
‘ fuppofe that, in this Convention, {ome private 
‘ motives of intereft have prevailed over the 
‘confideration of the proper dignity and ho- 
‘ nour of the Crown of Great-Britain, fince by 
¢ it the King of England puts himéelf, his here- 
‘ ditary dominions, his are and even the

Florence, April 29. 
A Few days a7> the Eaterprize privateer 
«“ brought into Leghorn uvo Trench prizes; 
and, on the s{th initant, another was sent in by 
the Deal-Caftie. On the 24th failed from Leg- 
hora his Britannick Majefty’s fhip the Rain- 
bow, after having careened with great cxpedi- 
tion in that mole. On the 28th, fix hundred 
recruits arrived here from feveral diitri¢ts of 
Tufcany, to compleat a battalion, coutiting of 
fix companies, that is to be added to the third 
Tufcan regiment, and which are to be in gar- 
rifon at Florence. A troop of dragoons, con- 
fifting of 500 men, is ordered to be forthwjth 
raifed. [Thus far London Gazette.) 

Berlin, May 6. Whatever the foreign Newss 
papers may report, but a very incontiderable 
body of Ruffians have yet pafs’d the Viftula, 
and thofe have pofted themfelves in the territo~ 
ries of Dantzick. Thirty Dragoons, which Ge- 
neral Platen had placed at Butow, a fmall town 
on the frontiers of Poland, were attack’d by 600 
Hufiars and Coffacks, and obliged, from their 
vait inferiority in number, to retreat, with the 
lofs of five Dragoons, who were but ill mourited, 
and fo fell into the hands of the Enemy. The 
Ruifians, during the three hours they ftaid at 
Butow, gave but an ill opinion of the good dif- 
cipline which is faid to be obferved by them ; 
moit of the Houfes having been plundered and 
the inhabitants abufed, a domeftic and a child 
mortally wounded, and wPeafant kill'd, with- 
out any provocation, by a Coffack. Before 
they lett the place, they extorted from the Ma- 
ziltrate 100 bufhels of oats. The villages thro* 
which they returned were likewife plundered 
by them, and fuch diforders committed as are 
unfit to be mentioned, and which add little cre- 
dit to the exact difcipline of which the Ruffians 
boaft, but of which we have as yet no proof, 
except their own word. General Platen has 
fent a ftronger detachment to Butow, to pre- 
vent the like incurfions. 

The oth of laft month died‘at Neblitz in the 
Prignitz a Shepherd, whofe name was Andrew 
Meyer, aged 118, who enjoyed a perfect vic our

S this Siege is related in the form of a 
Journal, we hall felect tome of the moit 
remarkable paflages. 

April 19, 1689. Mr. Walker, a Clergyman, 
-and Major Baker, were chofen by the inhabi- 
tants of Londonderry to be their Governors 
during the fiege. The garrifon confifted of 
7ozo men and 341 Officers. The number of 
mén, women and children in the town was a- 

bout 30,000. Upona declaration of the enemy 
to receive and proteé all that would defert us, 
and return to their dwellings, 10,000 left us ; 
after that many more grew weary of us, and 
7000 died of difeafes.... 

April 21. The enemy placed a demi-culverin 
z8o perches, diftant from the town, E. by N. 
on the other fide the water: they played at the 
houfes in the town, but did little or no mifchief, 
only to the Market-houfe. This day our men 
faliied out, as many as pleased, and what Of- 
ficers were at leifure, not in any commendable 
order, yet they killed above 200 of the enemy's 
foldiers, befides Mamow, the French General, 
and feveral other Officers. 

' May 5. Thisnight the befiegers drew a trench 
crofs the Windmiil-hill, from the bog to the 
river, and there began a battery; from that’ 
they endeavoured to annoy our walls, but they 
were too itrong for the guns they ufed, and 
our men were not afraid to advife them ‘to fave 
* ail that labour and expence; that they always 
‘kept the gates open, and they might ufe that 
* pailage it they pleafed, which was wider than 
* any breach they could make in the walls.” 

June 4. The befiegers make an attack at the 
Windmill works, with a body of foot and horfe ; 

the horfe they divided intothree fquadrons, and 
affaulted us at the river-fide, it being low-water; 
the foot attack the reft of our line. The front 
of the horfe was compofed of Gentlemen that 
rad bound themfetves by an oath, that they 
would mount our line; they were commanded 
by. Capt. Butler, fecond fon to my Lord Mont- 
garret. Our men placed themfelves within our 
line in three ranks, fo advantageoufly that one 
rank was always ready to march up and relieve 
the other, and difcharge fucceffively upon the 
tnemy, which (though it is ftrange how they 
could think otherwife) was great furprize and 
aftonifhment to them; for they, it feems, ex- 
petted we fhould make but one fingle volley, 
and then they could fallin upon us. Their foot 
had faggots laid before them for a defence 
againft our fhot ; they and the horfe began with 
@ loud huzza, which was feconded trom all parts 
of their camp with moft dreadful fhrieks and 
howlings of a numerous rabble that attended 
the enemy. The faggot-men are not able to 
ftand before our fhot, but are forced to quit 
their new defence and run for it: Captain But- 

Jer tops our work, which was but a dry bank of 
feven feet high at the water-fide, and thirty of 
of ‘his fworn oe of horfe follow him. Our 
men wondered to find they had fpent fo many 
thot, and that none of them fell: but Captain 
Crooke obferved they had.armour on, and then 
commanded to fire at their horfes, which turned 
to fo good account, that but three of thefe 
bold men with much difficulty made their efcape. 
We wondered the foot did. not (according to 
cuftor1) run fafter, till we took notice, that :n 
their retreat they took the dead on their backs, 
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mainder of our fhot, which was more fervice 
than they did when alive. d 

The enemy in this action loft goo of their 
fighting men; moft of their Officers were killed. 
Captain Butler was taken prifoner, and feveral 
others. We loft on our fide fix private men, 
and one Captain Maxwell; two of the men 
were killed by a fhot of a great gun frowa the 
other fide of the water, oppofite to the Wind- 
mill-works. 

June 30. At ten o’ clock at night’ my Lord 
Clancarty, at the head of a regimert, and with 
fome detachments, poffeifes himfelf ot our line, 
and enters {ome miners in alow cellar under the 
half baftion. Capt. Noble, Capt. Dunbar, and 
feveral other Gentlemen faliy by order at the 
Bifhops-gate, and creep alony the wall till they 
came very near the enemy*s guards ; our men 
received their firing quietly till they got toa 
right diftance, and’ then thundred upon them. 
Our cafe-fhot trom the baftion and fimall-fhot 
off the walls fecond the falliers firing fo effectu- 
ally, that his Lordthip was forced to quit his 
poft and haften to the main body of the enemy, 
and to leave his miners and an hundred of his 
beft men dead upon the place; belides, feveral 
officers and foldiers were wounded, and died of 
their wounds fome days after this aftion, as we 
were inform’d. We were often told, that fome 
great thing was to be performed by this Lord, 
and they had a Prophecy amongft them, Thai a 
Clancarty foould knock at the gates of Derry; the 
credulity and fuperftition of his country, with 
the vanity of fo brave an attempt, and fome 
good liquor, eafily warmed hiin to this bold 
undertaking ; but we fee how little value is to 
be put on Irith Prophecies, or Courage fo fup- 
ported,

Our drink was nothing but water, which 
we paid very dear for, and could not get with- 
out great danger; we mixed in it ginger and 
annifeeds, of_which we had great plenty ; our 
neceffity of eating the compofition of tallow 
and ftarch, did not only nourifh and fupport us, 
but was an infallible cure of the loofenefs ; and 
recovered a great many that were ftrangely re-

“© The enemy fired moft defperately upon them 
“ from the fort of Culmore, and both fides the 
river; and-they made fuflicient returus, and 
“with the greateit bravery. The Mountjoy 
* made a little ftop at the boom, occafioned by 
“her rebound after ftrtking and breakiag it, 
“ {o that fhe was run a-ground: Upon this, the 
“enemy fet up the loudeft huzzas, and the 
“ mot dreadful to the befieged. that ever we 
“ heard; fired all their guns upon her, and 
“were preparing their boats to board her: 
*¢ Our trouble is not to be exprefled at this dit 
‘¢ mai profpeét ; but by great providence fring 
% a broadfide the fhock loofen'd her, % that fhe 
“* got clear and pafled their boom.” Capt. 
Douglas all this while was engaged, and the 
Dartmouth gave them very warm enteriain- 
ment. At length the fhips got to us, to the 
inexpreflible joy and traniport of the garrifoa ; 
for we culy reckoned upon two days lite, and 
had only nine lean horfes Icft, and among us 
all one pint of meal to each man; “ Hunger 
«and the fatigue of w&r had fo prevailed a- 
“ mong us, that of 7500 men regimented, we 
«had now alive but about 4300, whereof at 
‘¢ Jeaft one fourth part were rendered unfer- 
* viceable.” 

“© Thus after 105 days being clofe befiered by 
“near 20,000 men conftantly fupplicd from 
«Dublin, God Almighiy was pleafed in our 
« greateft extremity to fend relief, to the admi- 
‘ration and joy of all good people, and to 
«the great difappointment of fo powerful and 
“¢ inveterate an enemy.” 


* Note, That in the midft of this extremity, the 
‘pirit and courage of the men was fo great, that they 
were often heard to difcourfe confidently, and with 
fome anger contend, Whether they fhould take their 
debentures in Ireland or in France, when alas! They

HoeEvER confults our Annals, will find 

that the hearts and hands of the Britith 
people were ever ready to fupport the Crown int 
every meafure of public utility. On the con- 
trary, the disappointment and contempt which 
have attended thofe Princes, who, immerfed in 
the doétrines of arbitrary power, abhorred the 
civil rights of mankind, is an everlafting in- 
ftance of the love of frecdom inherent in this 
nation..... 

How far the reputation of this country has of 
late years declined, both with refpect to virtue 
and courage, is a circumftauce that well de- 
ferves the confideration of thofe who prefide at 
the helm of affairs: But it is far from being 
difficult to trace the fource from whence this 
degeneracy hath flowed. Every honeit and 
thinking man will remember when the art of 
governing by corruption, and of extinguifhing 
the very idea of ferving the Public trom an ho- 
neft ambition began. Since the eftablifhment oF 
this fatal doct:ine, all public fpirit hath declined, 
and the public service hath been toffed about by 
the avidity and ambition of prevailing factions. 

‘The Nation languifhed under the unnatural 
diet, the burthen of it became intolerable; the 
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May 13 20. 
jrrefolution and dilatorinefs of our councils, and 
the inexecution of our armies, were equally con- 
temptible. . 

At this crifis, the voice of the-people, and the 
ftrong bodings of a general diflolution, brought 
into the government a man, whole abilities and 
great fpirit feemed calculated for the times, and 
of whofe integrity the generality of mankind 
had, even in an age of treachery and ditlimu- 
lation, conceived a very high opinion.—No foon- 
ex had this man taken the reins of government, 
but the face of affairs changed: initead of dila- 
tory and defenfive meafures, Great Britain be- 
gan to act like herfelf: her fleets became re- 
fpectable ; her troops feemed to be deftined for 
offenfive operations, and the enemy was at leaft 
checked, it not defeated. 

It may be with truth afferted; that if fuccefs 
did not attend the mealures of this Minifter, ali 
Europe, which, but the preceding year held us 
iu the higheft contempt, began to refpect us, 
and imputed the inexecution of his plans to the 
neglect of thofe entrufted with them, not to any 
deteét in the plans themfelves. 

The face of the country became changed, and 
if nanimity isa foundation for public ftrength, 
he brought this biefling to his Sovereign. 

The unmenie fums granted by Parliament 
this year are aproof of it—Thoe firlt object is 
the defence of this kingdom and its colonies ; 
and, as a fecondary ieaus, the generous and 
timely affitance given.to the King of Pruffia, 
who has agreed to make war.and peace the 
common caule.with us. The unanimity, with 
which the fums neceflary for anfwering thefe 
great ends were granted, is a proof that a Mi- 
nilter, whofe actions entitle him to the confi- 
dence of the people, is alone capable of carry- 
ing this nation happily through the war we are 
now engaged.in. ... 

Four Bills of the utmoft importance have al- 
ready paffedthe Commons. Every friend to our 
happy conftitution muft reflect upon it with 
pleature. The firft is a Bill for the better pay- 
ment of the feamens wages; by which Bill, that 
moft ufeful body of men are refcued from ty- 
ranny and oppreffion, which is fearce to be 
jutifed by the neceffities of any commu- 
nity: they are now, after their faithful fervices 


to their country, allowed, together with their | 


diftrefled families, their full pay, uncurtailed by 
griping Clerks, and blood-fucking Ufurers. 

The next is toafcertain the qualifications of 
perfonsto vote for eleStions of Knights of Shires. 
The fecurity which this Eill will afford to the 
independency of Parliaments, is, by deiineating 
the true rights of Ele€tion, and fixing both 
them and the manner of Return beyond the 
power of a corrupt Returning Officer to defeat, 
or beyond the fophitticating brain of a Party 
Miniter to defeat a fair return when made. 

The third is to explain and confirm our 
rights by Magna Charia. The great criterion 
of freedom, by which this country can alone 
pretend to be more tree than Spam, France, or 
any other abfolute Monarchy. 

The laft is the Militia Bill; an eftablifhment 
laid afide upon the difputes arifing in Charles 
the Second’s reign, between an injured and 
provoked people and an unprincipled and jea- 
lous King; neglected.to be renewed at the 
Revolution by the precipitation with which 
many of the principal friends of it ran into the 
favour of the Court, and for which, as well as 
many other neglects to perfect that great and 
happy work, this country has finarted fince.... 
This Bill, fo univerfally called for by the people 
of England, dreading, from the calamities and 
difgraces of the year 1756, what had happened 
in the year 1745, has had its trial in {ome coun- 
ties, where it has fucceeded ; in others, the per- 
fons appointed to put it in execution, never fo 
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much as appointed a day when the execution of 
the law was to commence. In other counties, 
the prejudices of the common people, fuggefted 
to them by thofe, whofe duty it was to have fet 
them right, were fuffered to riot at large; and 
from the tumults of the ignorant and miftaken 
populace, arguments have been drawn by many 
againft the dangerous degree of freedom, which 
aw of the people of England themfelves 
ofefs... 

. I thall conclude with obferving, that three of 
thefe four Bills are now before the Houfe of Peers. 
Their Lordthips muft fee the importance of 
thefe Bills, in a clearer light than the reft of the 
eommunity, and will be as careful to preferve 
the harmony, as to regulate the action of the 
whole machine ; nor is it doubted but that our 
civil rights will receive fuch confirmation there, 
as will render our hearts and hands as open and 
ready, the next year, as they have, tothe ad- 
miration of all Europe, appeared in this ever- 
memorable Seffion of 1758.

GENTLEMEN, 
THE unprofitable burden upon the publick 

tor the fupport of your ichools, is a com- 
mon, and, I fear, too juit a complaint ; for what 
is more grievous to fociety, than to breed up a 
vait number of children of both fexes, in idle- 
nef, at leaft in want of every neceflary employ- 
ment both tor body and mind ? which, with bad 
examples, too often to be met with in their pa- 
rents, or in thofe they chiefly converfe with, 
{preadsthe contagion ot fuch duifolute and vicious 
habits of mind as caufe the greateft mifchiefs to 
fociety. lamof opinion,Gentiemen,that were you 
but to exert yourielves propeély you have it in 
your power to make all the Charity Schools 
throughout this metropolis (with a very little al- 
teration fromtheir preient {cheme) more real pre- 
fervatories, and of wider and more univerfal in- 
fluence, than any contracted plan, however well 
digefted, can obtain. Laudablethen as Mr. Field- 
ing sattemptsmay be,I fhouldthink it altogether 
unneceffary and fuperfluous, from its contracted 
powers, to do any good. If you were only to 
unite the {chools to the parifh workhoufes, and 
to enforce the utility of proper labour to all the 
children, and to fuggeft to the mafters fome 
eafy and advantageous work to be carried on 
retpectively at each houfe, and appoint. vifitars 
to fee that there js a punctual compliance with 
your orders in this as in other proper regula- 
tions, tam perfuaded it would not only aniwer 
all your expectations, but that you would have 
{uthcient fubfcriptions to enable you to do it, as 
every objection would then be remoyed. 

Many of the children, as in Holland, might 
learn to make toys, others thould {pin oakum, 
or do a thoufand things in different manutac- 
tures, which do not require much ttrength or 
labour.

Of the Balzas, or Floats, ufzd ty the Indians of 
Guayaquil, a Spanifh province of South-America, , 
taken from Don Antonio de Ulloa’s veyage to 


* South America. 
THE Balza is an invention hithertounknown 
to the moft intelligent nations of Europe, 
and of which even the Indians know only the 
mechanifm, .their uncultivated minds having 
never examined into the rationale of it. Had 
this method of fteering been fooner known in 
Europe,. it would have alleviated the diftrefs of 
many a fhipwreek, by faving. numbers of va- 
luable lives; who by committing themfeives to 
the waves without any means of direttmg. their 
courfe, only add fome melancholy. minutes to 
the term-of their exittence. Aftecting inftances 
of thiskind, he fays.induced him tq explain this 
method of fteering, in:order to render it of ufe 
in fach calamitous junétures. 

Thefe Balzas are compofed of five, feven, or 
nine beams, of a whitith foft wood called Balza, 
which is fo very light; that a hoy can eafily carry 
a log of it, three or four yards in length and a 
foot in diameter. Thefe beams are faftened or 


‘lathed together by Thongs, and fo fecurely, 


that with the crofs-pieces at each end, which 
are alfo lathed with all poffible itrength, they 
refift the rapidity of the currents in their voy- 
ages to the coaft of Tumbez and Paita. The 
Indians are fo fkilrul in fecuving them, that 
they never loofen, notwithitanding the conti- 
nual agitation ; tho’ by their neglect in examin- 
ing the condition of the Thongs, whether they 
are not rotten or worn fo as to require others, 
there are fome melancholy inftances of Balzas, 
which in bad weather have {e,arated, and by 
that means the cargo loft, and the paflengers 
drowned. With regard to the Indians, thev 
il of getting on one of the beams, which:
